of Chriſt ; and ſo to every one of us is given Grace, according ta 
the Meaſure of the Stature, of the Fulneſs of Chriſt, Epheſ: 4. from 
the 1. to the 16. | 

Here you may ſee they had the Gifts from Chriſt that made 
them Miniſters, and not from Schools and Colledges nor Powers: 
And Peter ſaith, Let every Man as be bath received the Gift, Miniſter 
the {par one to another, as good Stewards of the Manifold Grace of God'; 
and the Elders were to Feed the Flock of God ; net by conflraint, but wil- 
lingly ; not for filthy Lucre, but of a willing Mind ; not as though you 
were Lords over God's Heritage, but that you may be Examples to the 
Flock, 1 Pet. 4. 10. and 5.2, 3. 

And in Rom. tv. There you may ſee how the Apoſtle exharts 
them to improve their Gifts, in teaching, and propheoying, and ex- 
horting; and theſeGifts they had from Chriſt. 

And in 1 Tim. 3. There you may ſee how the Biſhops, and Dea- 
cons, and Overſeers; they werenot to be given to Wine, nor Stri- 
kers, nor Fighters, nor Covetous, nor given to filthy Lucre; but 
ſhould be ſuch as could Rule their own Houſes well, having their 
Children in Subje&ion 5 for, if they could not Rule their own 
Houſes well, how ſhould they take Care of the Church of God : 
and likewiſe, their Wiyes were to be Honeſt, not Evil Speakers, 
but Sober and Faithful in all Things ; and fo let theſe Biſhops, E1- 
ders, Deacons and Miniſters firſt be proved, and ifthey be found 
Blamelefs, then let them Miniſter, as in 1 7:m. 7. 1. to the 13. fo 
it ſeems they were not to Miniſter, if they were not Blamelefs in 


; theſe Things. 


And likewiſe, you may ſee the Qualification of the Elder Men, 
and the Women, that were to be Teachers of good Things, and 
Teachers of the Younger Women, as in 73.

And Chriſt bid his Diſciples and Believers to wait at Jernſalem, 
until they were indued with Power from or'High, and they ſhould 
Receive the Holy Ghoſt, and then they ſhould be Witneſſes of 
Chriſt, both in od rufalem: and in all Fudes, and Samaria, and un- 
to the utmoſt Parts of the Earth, asin AFs 1. 4, 5, 6,7,'8, 9. 

Now, here you may ſee the Primitive Ordination of Chriſt's Mi- 
niſters ; they had their Gifts from Chriſt, 'and were indued with 
Power from on High, and they. received the .Holy Ghoſt, and 
every one was to Miniſter as they had received the Gift from 
Chriſt ; ſo theſe were not induced with Power from Below, nor 
from the High Priefts, nor Kings, nor Emperors, nor Men, nor 
Schools, nor Colledges ;_ but they were indued with Power from 
on High, and their Gifts they had from Chriſt that aſcended on 
High, above all Principalities, Powers, Thrones and Dominions: 
ſo here is the Antiquity, and firſt Ordination of Chriſt's Mini- 
ſters, and Teachers, according to the Scripture which we own.
